It's 
equally true, however, that the oc- 
cupied country soon is exhausted 
by this extra burden and becomes 


i liability to nazidom. 
Exactly that has happened in 
'very one of the countries which 
Hitler has overrun in western Eu- 
ope. He soon will have to feed 
hem out of his own pantry, let 
hem starve, or persuade somebody 
Lse'to feed them. 
But there's still more of it. Every 


one of these countries when free 
was working like a beaver to cre- 
ate supplies for the omnivorous 
German market. In rendering them 
impotent the nazis have killed the 
geese which were laying the golden 
eggs. 


The fruitful Balkans long have 


been among Germany's essential 
sources of supplies, especially for 
foodstuffs and Rumanian oil. Ru-

the axis powers. Still, it doesn'

pire and naturally one of the prin 
cipal axis goals in the battle of the 
Mediterranean. 


There seems to be a fairly wide- 


spread impression that if the Ger- 
man and Italian forces can get into 
Syria and Palestine, there's nothing 
to prevent them from sweeping on 
to the canal. However, having 
worked as war correspondent with 
the British army of the Near East 
on the canal during the World war 
I had it thrust upon me very forc- 
ibly that there's plenty to discour- 
age an army to the east of the big 
ditch. 


That Is the Sinai desert—a water- 


less, smoking hell if ever there was 
one. It's as fine a natural defense 
from attack from the east as the 
Sahara is for assault from the west. 
A railway has been built along the 
coast from Egypt to Palestine, and 
the British last year projected a 
highway 
which may have been 


completed, 
but neither 
of these 


would solve the difficulties of an 
invading army. 


Thus on the whole I should say 


that the British aren't dismayed 
because of the likelihood of the war 
spreading to the Balkans.

"Doubtless Germany on the 
mor^ 


row of her victory over our arms can 
choose between the traditional peace 
of oppression and a wholly new peace 
of collaboration. Germany may prefer 
the new method to the misery, strife, 
repressions and conflicts of peace in 
the old manner and give just the kind 
of peace that will be revivifying lor 
the victor and will generate wellbe- 
ing for all. First choice, of course, 
rests with the victor but it will also 
depend upon the vanquished. If all 
roads are closed to us, we shall know 
how to suffer and wait." 
It is too bad that men have not been 


able to make peace without rancor. Too 
bad they didn't make an honest peace in 
1919 but instead the "traditional peace of 
oppression.''

In the 
presence of a conqueror who knows 
how to dominate his victory, we shall 
know how to dominate our defeat."

change in its purchasing methods. It will mean 
juicy orders to hundreds of factories which 
never had a look in before. 


The new system junks the old procedure of 


advertised bids and substitutes a modified plan 
of negotiated contracts. Instead of buying shoes, 
shirts, or raincoats in huge quantities from a 
few large concerns, the army will purchase 
these goods as far as possible within each of the 
nine corps areas. 


This means that small local factories will 


have a chance to obtain a chunk of the army's 
business. 


The new procedure works this way: When the 


army needs 1,000,000 pairs of shoes, it will not 
ask for bids on the total order, upon which only 
a few of the biggest firms can bid. Instead, the 
procurement division of the nine army corps 
areas will each ask manufacturers in their dis- 
tricts to submit a bid on as large an order as 
they can fili within a specified time. The manu- 
facturer must also make a statement on the 
size of his plant, type of equipment, number of 
employes, wage levels, working conditions, and 
other details about his methods. 


At corps headquarters these offers are opened 


on a given day and hour, but not publicly as in 
the past. Instead, the quoted prices will be kept 
confidential until the orders have been allo- 
cated. 


Each corps abstracts the bids submitted and 


makes a report to the quartermaster general in 
Washington. There the awards are decided on 
the basis of lowest price—plus considerations of 
speed of delivery, labor standards, local condi- 
tions and other military factors. Thus, while 
price is important, it is no- longer all-importan 
in making the awards. 


Procurement experts predict that the new 


system not only will speed up deliveries, but 
also will eliminate many bottlenecks by dis- 
persing production, build up local industries 
and raise the general level of labor standards 
since plants with the best standards will be 
given preference. 


On the basis of orders already granted undei 


.he new system, experts say costs will be no 
higher than under the old procedure. 
WINNING ISOLATIONISTS 


Very quietly, the administration is waging a

Most striking feature of this campaign 
is the distribution of the Bullitt speech given 
at Independence Hall in Philadelphia.

After his speech, Bullitt received no less

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Captain Gainard Describes 
Historic Sea Trip in Talk 
At North Shore Golf Club 


A Yankee skipper who peppered his remarks with an engaging, dry 


New England humor opened North Shore Golf club's dinner lecture series 
last night, giving an account of the historic voyages a year ago of his 
ship, the City of Flint. The speaker was Captain Joseph A. Gainard, who 
has spent 30 years at sea a* an officer in the navy and the American mer- 
chant marine and who is setting out soon again to sail for the Philippines. 


Intermingling his story of the City of Flint with statements of his con- 


victions on various subjects, Captain Gainard said the navy of no other 
country was fighting for the United States, that not one nation of the 
•world would help the United States one-fiftieth part of a second beyond 
its own interest and that the United States should do likewise in regard 
to other nations. Even when it has signed a pact, he declared, no nation 
will aid another unless it will benefit itself. The plight of Norway, he ex- 
plained, is proof. 


Beginning his story of the voyages 


which made history. Captain Gain- 
ard told how his City of Flint sailed 
in August, 1939, on a regular cross- 
ing to 'Europe, and how, while they 
were still there, war broke out. 


A number of 
Americans were 


stranded there, and most of them 
were stranded, he said, because 
they were not American enough 
when they went over to travel in 
American ships and there. were 
therefore not enough of their own 
ships to take them home. At each 
port he stopped United States con- 
suls asked Captain Gainard to take 
passengers on.

New York—I love it when these labor skates get sore and start'swing- 


ing from their heels. Then I stand back and pop them silly, as I will now 
proceed to do to the editors of a journal of the A. F. of L. called the Labor 
Union, published in Dayton, O., by the central labor union of tha't city. In-

I take it that we are all familiar by now with the 


background of brother Browne's racketeers in the big stagehands and 
movie employes' union and aware that brother Green, on two occasions, 
gave his indorsement to the crooks of this organization. He first indorsed 
the crooks to the detriment of the working rank and file when he ordered 
the central trades and labor union of St Louis to reject reform delegates 
elected by the St. Louis local, which 
was trying to break the rule of a 
dirty criminal named John P. Nick. 
Nick -was notorious as a thief, gang- 
ster and extortioner even then, and 
he has since been convicted in the 
federal court on 11 charges of rack- 
eteering and sentenced to five years 
and fined $10,000. He was not only 
first vice president of the interna- 
tional union under the gangster 
Browne but was Browne's "personal 
representative," or ambassador, with 
full powers and one of three vicious 
criminals enjoying such credentials

CBOSSES ROCKIES 


After Mackenzie explored th 


great river which bear* his name 
be set out on a new journey which 
was perhaps equally as exciting 
This time he set out to cross the 
Canadian Rockies. 


At present, hundreds of persons 


cross the Rockies each day of the 
year, but that wasn't so 148 years 
ago. Mackenzie did his great work 
before Lewis and Clark travelet 
to the Pacific coast. It was a long 
time before steam railway lines 
were built. 


The first part of the trip was up 


the Peace river, a journey of hun- 
dreds of miles. In October a halt 
was made and a fort was built 
Here the party stayed until the 
following May. 


Picking several men for 
his 


companions, among them a Scots- 
man and a few Frenchmen, Mac- 
kenzie went on toward the west in 
an extra -large canoe. The going 
was now rough, and often the ex 
plorers had to wade in the river, 
pushing their canoe past steep 
rapids. 


By and by, even that sort of pro- 


gress could not be made through 
the furious mountain torrent. So 
Mackenzie fastened a 180-foot rope 
to one end of the canoe, and the 
men hauled it forward. Sometimes 
steps had to be cut in the cliffs be- 
side the river to make it possible 
for the men to keep up their haul- 
ing. 


At length there was no more 


river to float the canoe. The men 
lifted it to their shoulders and 
started carrying it toward a cer- 
tain point. An old Indian had told 
them of a place where they would 
reach the headstream of another 
river. 


The distance to that river was 


nine miles, and it took three days 
to get there. The stream was the 
Parsnip river. 


Another portage was made from 


the Parsnip river to the Bad river. 
At this point, Mackenzie left all the 
party except his Scottish comrade, 
McKay, and an Indian at a camp, j 
pending the return trip.
